Dr. Algeania Warren Freeman, a native of Benson, North Carolina, eleventh and first female 
president of Livingstone College brings 27 years of experience in higher education as an administrator, 
professor and fundraiser. 

Dr. Freeman served as a tenured professor of Speech Communications at Norfolk University where 
she holds the distinction of being named to Who's Who Among America's Best Teachers as selected by 
America's Best Students. She also served as Vice President of Advancement and Program Development at 
Southern California College and Acting Vice President of Advancement and Professor at Norfolk State 
University. 

She began her career as an instructor in 1973 at Norfolk State University. Dr. Freeman served for 18 years 
a s either an administrator or faculty member at the following institutions: Morgan State University, East 
Tennessee State University, Orange Coast College, and North Carolina A&T State University. 

In 1977, Dr. Freeman earned a Ph.D. in Speech Communications from The Ohio State University in 
Columbus. She received a Master's of Science degree in Speech Pathology and Audiology in 1972 from 
Southern Illinois University at Carbondale. In 1970, Dr. Freeman earned a Bachelor's of Science degree in 
English from Fayetteville State University. In June 1993 and in June 1998, Freeman also completed 
Postdoctoral study at Harvard University in the Institute for the Management of Lifelong Education 
and the Institute for Management Development. 

During 1999 and 2000, Dr. Freeman was selected to serve as a Fellow of the U.S. Pentagon in the Army 
Center of Military History in Washington, DC. Dr. Freeman is also a Fellow of the American Society of Allied 
Health and was a finalist for the White House Fellows Program. Dr. Freeman served twice as an international 
consultant for the W.K. Kellogg Foundation in Southern Africa. She served as a member of the congressionally 
Undated National Academy of Sciences/Institute of Medicine Study Committee on Allied Health that was 
chaired by Dr. William Richardson, President of the Kellogg Foundation and former President of Johns 
Hopkins University. She was appointed by a Virginia Governor to serve as a member of the Statewide Task 
Force on Science and Technology and as a member of the Virginia Board of Examiners for Audiology and 
Speech Pathology. 

Dr. Freeman has always actively served in the community when called. She was President of the National 
Society of Allied Health and the Executive Director of the National Black Association for Speech, Language, 
and Hearing. She also served as a member of the Board of Directors for the California Association of 
instructional Administrators. Dr. Freeman served on the Board of Directors or Board of Visitors for numerous 
organizations including Kids Voting of Virginia, Montebello Rehabilitation Hospital/University of Maryland 
f^ospital System, Maryland Easter Seals, Friends of the Norfolk Juvenile Court, and Girl Scouts of Eastern 
Tennessee. 

Dr. Freeman is married to Ernest Freeman who is the Director of Planning for the City of Norfolk. They 
ave one son Ernest "Trey" Freeman, III who is an honor roll student and a football player at Stanford 
University.

THE NATIONAL PAN-HELLENIC COUNCIL 

The Black Greek-letter movement commenced in 1906 on a predominantly white college campus so that black student* 
could have a meaningful cultural interaction and work together to render service to improve the conditions in their 

local communities. Over a 16 year period, 1906-1922. the eight affiliate NPHC organizations were formed. 
Each of these organizations evolved during a period when blacks were being denied essential rights and services 
afforded others. These organizations were destined to foster a growth brotherhood and sisterhood and to serve as 
conduits by which action plans could be formulated and coordinated to address the problems of racism and sexist 
In 1930 it was recognized that there was a need to form an umbrella organization that would provide coordination P 

philosophies and activities. This umbrella group, which became known as the NATIONAL PAN-HELLENIC 
COUNCIL, was formally organized in May 1930 at Howard University, Washington DC, The charter members wel| 
Kappa Alpha Psi and Omega Psi Phi Fraternities, Alpha Kappa Alpha, Delta Sigma Theta and Zeta Phi Beta Sororiue ' 
In 1931, Alpha Phi Alpha and Phi Beta Sigma Fraternities joined the Council; and 1937 Sigma Gamma Rho Sorority 
completed the list of organizations comprising the NPHC. 
Early in 1937, the organization was incorporated under the laws of the State of Illinois and became known as the 

National Pan-Hellenic Council, Incorporated." 
The eight affiliate organizations have pledged to devote their collective resources and services in an effort to enhance

The Alpha Legacy: A Brief History 

Since its founding on December 4, 1906, Alpha Phi Alpha Fraternity, Incorporated has 
supplied voice and vision to the struggle of African- Americans and people of color around 

the world. 

Alpha Phi Alpha, the first intercollegiate Greek-letter fraternity established for African- 
Americans was founded at Cornell University in Ithaca, New York by seven college men 
who recognized the need for a strong bond of Brotherhood among African descendents in 
this country. The visionary Founders, known as the "Jewels" of the Fraternity, are Henry 
Arthur McCallis, Charles Henry Chapman, Eugene Kinckle Jones, George Biddle Kelley- 
Nathaniel Allison Murray, Robert Harold Ogle, and Vertner Woodson Tandy. 

The Fraternity initially served as a study and support group for minority students who 
faced racial prejudice, both educationally and socially at Cornell. The "Jewel" Founders 
and early leaders of the Fraternity succeeded in laying a firm foundation for Alpha Phi 
Alpha's principles of scholarship, fellowship, good character, and the uplifting of 

humanity. 

Alpha Phi Alpha chapters were developed at other colleges and universities, many of theU 1 
historically black institutions, soon after the founding at Cornell. While continuing to stre sS 
academic excellence among its members, Alpha recognized the need to help correct the 
educational, economic, political, and social injustices faced by African-Americans. 

Alpha Phi Alpha has long stood at the forefront of the African- American community' 8 
fight for civil rights through leaders such as: W.E.B. DuBois, Adam Clayton Powell, fr> 
Edward Brooke, Martin Luther King, Jr., Thurgood Marshall, Andrew Young, William 

Gray, Paul Robeson, and many others.

In 1908, Alpha Kappa Alpha Sorority, Incorporated became America's first Greek- 
letter organization established by and for Black women. Her roots date back to 
Howard University in Washington, D.C. where Ethel Hedgeman Lyle of St. Louis. 
Missouri, conceived the idea for formation. She viewed the Sorority as an instrunie 111 
for enriching the social and intellectual aspects of college life by providing mental 
stimulation through interaction with friends and associates. 
Through the years, however, Alpha Kappa Alpha's function has become mof e 
complex. After her incorporation as a perpetual body in 1913, Alpha Kappa Alph a 
gradually branched out and became the channel through which selected college- 
trained women improved the social and economic conditions in their city, state, na- 
tion, and the world. 
The record of its origin, growth, development, activities, evolving goals, and 
accomplishments is more than an interesting chronicle of a colorful bit of college 
based Americana. It is, rather, a significant and inspiring reflection of the emergen^ 
of a dynamic group in a changing culture. The efforts of Alpha Kappa Alpha wom el1 
in the promotion of high scholarship, vocational and career guidance, health servic 65 ' 
the advancement of human and civil rights, and in so many other areas constitute a 
priceless part of the American experience in the twentieth century. 
Today, that tradition has continued-internationally, nationally, and locally. Al' 
pha Kappa Alpha cultivates and encourages high scholastic and ethical standards; 
promotes unity and friendship among college women; alleviates problems concern! 1 ' 1 ' 
girls and women; maintains a progressive interest in college life; and serves all 
kind through a nucleus of more than 170,000 women in over 900 chapters.

Kappa Alpha Psi Fraternity, Incorporated was founded on the campus of 
Indiana University on January 5, 1911. The Fraternity's fundamental pu*' 

pose is achievement.

The Omega Experience: A Brief History 



On Friday evening, November 17, 1911, Edgar A. Love, Oscar J. Cooper, 
Frank Coleman, and Professor Ernest E. Just gave birth to Omega Psi Phi 
Fraternity, Incorporated at Howard University. It was the first Black fraternal 

organization founded at a Black University or College. 
From its inception, the Fraternity has worked to build a strong and effective 
force of men dedicated to principles of manhood, scholarship, uplift, and ca- 
pable of giving expression to the hopes and aspirations of an unfree people $ 

the land of the free. 
Since 1945, the Fraternity has undertaken a National Social Action Program 
to meet the needs of African Americans in the areas of health, housing, civil 
rights, and education. In 1927, the fraternity made National Negro Achieve- 
ment Week an annual observance and it continues today as Achievement 
Week. In its continuing support of African American education, the Fraternity 
gives a gift of $50,000 each year to the United Negro College Fund.

Phi Beta Sigma Fraternity, Incorporated 
A Brotherhood Legacy: A Brief History 



Phi Beta Sigma Fraternity, Incorporated was founded at Howard University in Washington' 
D.C., January 19, 1914, by three young African American male students. The founders, 
Honorable A. Langston Taylor, Honorable Leonard F. Morse, and Honorable Charles I- 

Brown, wanted to organize a Greek letter fraternity that would truly exemplify the ideals of 

brotherhood, scholarship, and service. 

The founders deeply wished to create an organization that viewed itself as "a part of th e 
general community rather than "apart from" the general community. They believed that 
each potential member should be judged on his own merits rather than his family back- 
ground or affluence... without regard of race, nationality, color, skin tone or texture of haiS 
They wished and wanted their fraternity to exist as a part of an even greater brotherhood- 
sisterhood which would be devoted to the "inclusive we" rather than the "exclusive we- 

From its inception, the founders also conceived Phi Beta Sigma as a mechanism to deliver 
services to the general community. Rather than gaining skills to be utilized exclusively f° r 
themselves and their immediate families, the founders of Phi Beta Sigma held the deep 
conviction that they should return their newly acquired skills to the communities from 
which they had come. This deep conviction was mirrowed in the fraternity motto. 

Today, nearly three-quarter a century later, Phi Beta Sigma has blossomed into an intend' 
tional organization of leaders. No longer a single entity, the fraternity has now establish^ 
the Phi Beta Sigma Educational Foundation, Inc. and the Phi Beta Sigma Federal Credit 

Union.
